Opposed 
to them in an insurmountable manner 
are the dignity and manifest destiny 
of our country, the outrages inflicted 
upon our families, the torrent of Cuban 
blood that has been shed, the lives of 
so man v innocent human beings who 
have succumbed to oppression, the 
sacred memory of our heroes who 
have died in defense of their native 
soil, and all other sort of sacrifice we 
have male in behalf of our independ- 
anoe. To obtain this we have again 
taken up arms and wevare determined 
to continue unhesitatingly in the task 
of redeeming our country until we at 
tain tka success which is near lit hand.

A, HUGE PROTEST 

Presented to the Senate By Na- 
tive Hawaiians 



Against the Annexation of the Ha- 
waiian Islands to United States. 




Thursday Mr. Klemlnir, of Oeoriria, In- 
troduced a bill »uthoririni an Inreatl- 
nation of the books, account* and 
methods of rallroada which have re- 
ceived aid from the United States. It 
provides that In the president's Judg- 
ment the secretary of the treasuary 
shall redeem or otherwise dear off the 
paramount lien, mortgage or other in- 
cumbrance of government aided rail- 
roads by paying the sums lawfully 
due out of the treasury, or may bid and 
purchase for the United 8tates the 
property subject to such .incumbrance 
at any sale or sales made under any 
order of the court or any judgment or 
decree of forclosure of such incumb- 
rance or any Hen or mortgages or in- 
terest of the United States. 

Secretary Oage has adopted a plan 
for naming new vessels of the revenue 
cutter service. The old system of 
naming vessels was to call them after 
secretaries, sometimes senators or 
members of the house, and sometimes 
clerks. Hereafter, however, these ves- 
sels will receive the names of tribes of 
Indians. The cutter launched at Cleve- 
land Wednesday has been named the 
Algonquin, and another will be called 
the Onondago. It Is not unlikely that 
the names of the old cutters Smith and 
Sperry will be changed In conformity 
with the new plan. 

The senate committee on concensus 
Thursday authorized Senator Carter to 
report favorably the bill introduced at 
the last session of congress to provide 
for the twelfth census and for subse- 
quent censuses, with an amendment 
taking the chief clerk, the disbursing 
clerk and the chief statiscian nut of 
the classified service as provided in the 
original bill. The bill provides for the 
immediate appointment of a director 
of census at a salary of Id. 000; an as- 
sistant director, a chief clerk and five 
chief statlscians. 

Thursday beard an Informal report 
from Senator Nelson, chairman of the 
sub-committee to examine and report 
upon the condition of the Mississippi 
river. The sub-committee will make a 
partial report and will be authorized 
to continue and complete the investi- 
gation. 

Representative Lounderlnirer. of New 
Jersey, introduced a bill Thursday for 
constructing dry docks and BOlSMtng 
those already built in a number of cit- 
ies. The bill appropriates S:.,OOO.OUO 
each for the construction of dry docks 
ut Portsmouth.

The protest filled several hun- 
dred pages of foolscap paper and was 
forwarded by Knoch Johnson and l.ilia 
K. Aholo, secretaries respectively of 
the Hawaiian Patriotic league and the 
Hawaiian Woman's Patriotic league, 
who made certificates that the signa- 
tures were all^renuiue. Of the '41,800 
signers 10,800 were women and 100 
were foreigners. The petition was 
printed in both the English and Ha- 
waiian languages and was very brief, 
merely "protesting against annexa- 
tion to the United States in any shape 
or form." 

The presentation of the petition was 
witnessed by the native Hawaiians 
comprising the delegation now here to 
oppose annexation who made their 
first visit to the capltol Thursday. 
They told those with whom they con- 
versed that their people were unaltera- 
bly opposed to annexation. 

Washington, Dec. 10. — Although no 
formal action has been taken, a pretty 
general understanding has been reach- 
ed by the leaders in the house of repre- 
sentatives as to the course of legisla- 
tion in the near future. This contem- 
plates the disposal of appropriation 
bills as fast as they are ready for con- 
sideration. After these the bankruptcy 
bill will be given the first opportunity 
for a hearing. This measure will be 
reported by Chairman Henderson, of 
the judiciary committee, before the 
holiday recess, but it will not be taken 
up by the house until after the recess. 
It is understood that Speaker Reed and 
tho committee on rules will lie dis- 
posed to give this bill every advantage 
in the way of securing early time for

-One of the 
most atrocious murders on record in 
the south was committed Wednesday 
night in Simpaon county, this state, 30 
miles from here. Brown Smith, a 
farmer, and a sob of ex- Representative 
Edward Smith, left his family at his 
home in the country to go to town for 
shopping purposes, thinking of no pos- 
sible danger for them. 

Thursday morning when he returned 
he found his wife and five children 
weltering in their blood and apparent- 
ly all dead. An alarm was raised im- 
mediately and the entire neighborhood 
turned out to hunt for the perpetrator 
of the foul and bloody crime. There 

of the murder'come in slowly, but it 
was reported Thursday evening that 
one of the little girls, supposed Thurs- 
day morning to have been dead, has 
revived enough to tell what she knew 
of the occurrence.
